Lonpon, November 2.—(Oopyright, 1886.}— 
The Queen's Owh rooms at Windsor have 
peen redecorated during the autumn, and so 
pave several of the principal rooms 
in the private apartments, including 
the great drawing-room and the ad- 

nt drawing-rooms, the white, the 
green and the crimson, the large doors of 
which are famous for the beautiful carving by 
the brothers Chippendale. The green draw- 
ing room contains several large cabinets, 
in which is the finest dessert service 
of old Sevres in the world, cstimated 
by competent judges to be worth at least 
8250, 000. The designs for the redecoration of 
therooms at Windsor were selected by the 
Queen and Princess Beatrice. The Queen 
usually receives numerous visitors at Wind- 
sor Castle between the time of her arrival from 
Balmoral and December 12, but this year the 
guests will be limited toa selection of minis- 
ters, ambassadors and personal friends, and 
all court arrangements of every kind are to 
depend entirely on the health of Princess Bea- 
trice. The Empress Eugenie is to be Her 
Majesty's guest next week for a couple of 
days- 

WILL BE A SOLDIER. 

It is in deference to the wishes of the Prince 
of Wales that Prince Albert Victor undergoes 
the course of garrison instruction at Alder- 
shot. The Prince of Wales is very desirous 
that his son should be treated, as far as possi- 
ble, as a soldier and learn all he can during 
the time he is serving with the army. Itisa 
good training for him, and is in every way 
preferable to the comparatively idle life he 
might otherwise be leading. The young 
Prince, from all accounts, is taking kindly to 
bis work. He has been sixteen months in the 
service, but he is still a junior subaltern of the 
Tenth Hussars, no vacancy having occurred 
gince he joined. 

AN IMPERIAL INVALID. 

The Emperor and Empress of Russia are 
oppressed by acute family anxieties in addi- 
tion to their troubles about public affairs. 
Tne Czarowitz, whoisin his 19th year, has 
lately manifested marked symptoms of grave 
pulmonary weakness. The physicians are 
hopeful that a few months’ residence at Malta 
may restore him, but these sanguine anti- 
pations are not shared by the court 
entourage, although it is high treason 
to appear concerned about his Ul- 
ness. It is probable that the Czaro- 
witz will, go to the Mediterranean 
and pass mostof the winter at Malta under 
the care of the Duchess of Edinburgh. The 
youngest of the imperial children, the Grand 
Duke Michael, whoisin his eighth year, has 
for some time been suffering from a paintul 
malady, and ne is to go to Berlin shortly fora 
consultation with some German specialists. 
The Emperor of Russia has a third son, the 
Grand Duke George, who was born in 1871. 

A BEAUTIFUL ESTATE. 

The late Lord Allesbury’s estate in Wiltshire 
is one of the most beautifulin England. Sav- 
ernake House, sometimes called Tottenham 
Park, lies in the midst of the Savernake For- 
est, surrounded by the grandest woodland 

scenery in Great Britain. The forest is six- 

miles in circumference, and covers up- 
gras of four thousand acres.

From all I hear the Wiltahire worthies 
are not destined to see the speedy fulfillment 
of their friendly wishes for the reformation of 
the new Marguis.

THE MISSOURI CENTRAL. 


The New Railroad Enterprise in Which &t. 
Louis is Interested. 


To-day Col. J. T. K. Hayward, President of 
the Missouri Central Railroad Company,signed 
the first mortgage on the property preparatory 
to issuing bonds for the construction of the 


road. 

The mortgage amounts to $11,000,000 and 
will cover the cost of construction and equip- 
ment. 

This is one of the most important 


of the new railroad enterprises which center 
in St. Louis ang which promise to emancipate 
the city from the one-man power. 

The road is projected between Kansas City 
and St. Louis, but enters St. uis on the 
east instead of the west. The route runs 
through the richest portion of the State, 
hugging the northside of the Missouri River 
from ton to Arrow Rock and running 
south ofthe river from that point to Lee’s Sum- 
mit and thence to Kansas City. It is not defi- 
nitely settled that the river will be crossed at 
Arrow Rock, but it is possible that the cross- 
ing may be made at Boonville, where there is 
already alow bridge. The Mississippi River 
will be crossed at Alton, and the line will run 
down the east bank to East St. Louis, the 
ultimate object of the projectors being 
to ent the city when it can be done over a 
free britge. Passenger trains will, of course, 
enter the city at all times. 

In a chat with a Post-DisPatTciy reporter to- 
day in his new quarters in the Roe Building, 
President Haywood, who controlled the Han- 
nibal & St. Joe fur ony years, outlined briefiy 
the plans of the road. It is a St. Louis 
road, said he, and cannot help but de a 
benefit to the city. 


At resent East 
St. Louis is a part of St. 


Louis and is the 
shipping center of the city. We have studied 
this whole matter out, and by not entering the 
city from the west, but from the east, we get 
rid of the bridge arbitrary, and can 
handle St. Louis business cheaper than in any 
other way. There ie sure to be a free bridge 
in time, so that wecan enter the city. An- 
other thing: Our route is through a level 
country, with an average grade of one foot 
to the mile for 200 miles, which is 
practically a dead level, and with a maximum 
grade on the rest of the road of not more than 
thirty-five feet tothe mile. This gives us an 
immense advantage. We can haul three cars 
with one engine where the Missouri Pacific 
can handle one. We can take goods right from 
the city for less than the bridge arbitrary 
amountsto. The road is entirely independent 
of the web that surrounds St. Louis.

A BRILLIANT BLAZE, 


The Lafayette Brewery Ice House Burns 
This Morning. 


At 4:85 this morning an alarm was turned in 
from box 137 fora fire at the Lafayette Brew- 
ery, Eighteenth and Cass avenue. Shortly 
after, a second alarm brought out another 
squad of engines. On their arrival, however, 
they found that their services were not needed, 
asthe fire was well under control. It had 


started in t we- house, an oblong building 
built of brick, wood and corrugated iron. sit- 
uated in the center ot the group of brewery 
buildings on the alley way. One of the em- 
ployes at work in the main building saw sparks 
and smoke issuing from the roofof the ice- 
house and notified the night-watchman. The 
alarm was turned in immediately. Directly 
after the hose on the top floor of the building 
was attached to the stand pipe, the brewery 
pump was turned loose and a strong stream 
was directed on the building from above. 
When the fire engines arrived several more 
streams were directed at the fire. The blaze 
was for a time quite strong... The building had 
been ‘very little used and e sawdust packed 
between the walis 
The strong current a 
blaze carried thousands of bur Ling 
sparks into the alr. They tell 
upon the adjoining buildings but without dan- 
ger to any of them. There was no danger .4 
any time of the fire spreading, as ali the S 
rounding buildings are partly, and many of 
them wholly fire-proof. It was nearly 6 
o’clock, however, before the sawdust had 
ceased to burn and the fire was declared out. 
The ice house is a complete wreck. Its ey 
nal cost was $3,000 and it was insured to its 
full value. There was very little ice in the 
building as the brewery uses the ammonia pro- 
cess exclusively for coolingfits beer. Brinck- 
wirth & Nolker are the proprictors of the es- 
tablishment.

New Tonk, November 2.—The torch that 


blazed out last night, and a flood of white 
light was thrown around her. A thousand 
yards from Bedloe’s Island, the goddess re- 
vealed a perfect outline, but was not sharply 
defined, yet she looked more tender end 
womanly than m the glare of day. But even 
at this distance the arm that holds the torch 
wasinshadow. At half a mile the pedestal 
loomed up bright as if at a stone’s throw, but 
the head and arm had disappeared, and there 
was a shadow over the statue. A mile distant 
the glory of the pedestal quite 
eclipsed that of the figure, and at the 
Battery, which is twoand a half miles from 
Bedloe’s Island, the spectator who had not 
seen the goddess by day was not able to make 
out her outlines.

Millis, who in- 
vented the system of lighting, said last even- 
ing that the lighting of the outside of the 
statue is in the experimental stage, and that 
he expects to improve it until it will reveal the 
figure perfectly. Whether it will be possible 
to illuminate so large a surface of bronze and 
produce a sharp effect without painting the 
bronze a light color is, however, a question to 
be solved. Everything was in readiness on 
Bedloe’s Island at dusk, and although the 
great torch had been lighted again and 
again recently, with a cloth bound around the 
lenses, Lieut. John Millis of the Light-house 
Board, just before dusk, ordered it lighted 
once more to test the electrical connection. 
For five minutes it blazed away under its cov- 
ering, then it was extinguished, the covering 
was pulled off by workmen, and the statue 
was ready for its long vigils. The torch is 
LIGHTED BY NINE ARO LIGHTS, 

arranged in two horizontal circles, one inside 
ofthe other. The lights are midway between 
lenses set in the face of the torch. There are 
no lights in the circlet over the brow. To 
Ulumine the outer surface of the statue 
itself, there are five 8,000 candile-power 
electric lights in five of the salient 


angies of the fortification surrounding the 
statue. Behind each light is a cylindrical 

arabolic reflector, by which the electric light 
s focussed on the pedestal and statue. Each 
of the electric lights is four times as powerful 
as an ordinary arc light such asare used to 
light the city streets. Four ot the eiectric 
lights are planted at four opposite points so 
as to form a square in the eight-pointed star 
which outlines the fortification. The fifth 
light is directly in front of the Goddess’ 
precious nose. The reflectors are tilted to 
throw the light upward at an angle of about 
45 degrees. From the sixteen arc lights 
which Uluminate the statue, above and 
below, inside and outside, wires run 
to the dynamo in the engine- room which is in 
abrick vauited chamber on the north of the 
fortification. Here as the hour of 7:30 ap- 
proached, were Lieut. Millis in general charge 
of the lighting; Andrew J. Schlichter, 2 
charge ofthe dynamo and the electrical ap- 

tus; Engineer George River and Walter 

ott, fireman. Just before the hour to light 
up the statue, steamers silentiy arrived in the 
darkness and took their positions in a great 
semi-circle around tbe island from south- 
west to northeast. First one steamer 
setup a screech, then another, until there 
was an unearthly rumpus, so deafening, that 
people on the Isiand bad to yell to make each 
other understand what they were saying. In 
the engine-room the engine had been started 
at half speed to get it warm for action. 
Schiichter had disconnected a wire from the 
dynamo, thus breaking the circuit until the 
appointed time to light the torch. The engine 
was stopped. Then Lieut. Millis with his watch 
open announced at exactly 7:30 

**ALL READY’’ 

and Schlichter slipped the copper wire into 
place, and completed the circuit. Scott 
— the engine. Let ber go slow first,’’ 
said Schlichter, and then he gave the word 
for the engine to 75 at full speed. The hub- 
bub around the island redoubled as the tiny 
spark in the torch grew until it flashed across 
the bay. Then there was seen from the shores 
of Bedioe’s Island a marvellous spectacle in 
freworks, which the throngs on shore ought 
to have seen instead of the half hurdred peo- 
ple who assembled on the end of the Govern- 
ment dock, under the shadow of the statue. 
As early as 6 o’clock there setin a steady 
stream of people going Battery-ward, 
and it met and bumped into and 
jostied the crowd that wasanoving homeward 
from work until the sidewalks in Broadway 
were jammed full and overflowed into the 
gutters. There was a wide open space kept 
cleared in the rear of the Battery wall, where 
the fireworks were to be let off, and the 
crowd, as it arrived, dashed vainiy against 
the strong corden of policemen which had 
been drawn around this reserved space and 
jammed in close against the line and quickly 
spread back in a compact mass, like the back- 
water of a mill-dam. Brilliant electric lights 
were biazin on top of the Washington 
Building, and its roof, as well as the roof 
of the Produce Exchange and all other roofs 
in the neighborhood, on which anybody could 
stand, were soon swarming with men and 
women. Women with escorts, and women 
without escorts, and women with babies in 
their arms and children tugging at their gowns 
were wedged tightly in the great mass upon 
the ground and waited patiently forthe spec- 
tacle to begin. From dark on the crowd con- 
tinued to grow rapidly in size until 8:30, when 
the display began, it had turned about all the 
availabie space in Battery Park into almosta 
selid mass of humanity.

At precisely 
the hour fixed there came a burstof kaleido- 
scopic lights from Bedloe's and Governor’s 
Islands, and in an instant the air was filled 
with flying fire balls of every color ot the 
rainbow. At short intervals along the para- 
pet of the fort at Bedloe’s Isiand 
and along the sea-wall of Governor’s Island 
there burst ery red lights which win in- 
tensity until the bay was brightiy fllaminated 
with the queer red glow nearly to the Nar- 
rows. The great flect of steamers and crafts 
ofall kinds loomed up distinctly, and the red 
and green lights on the vessels were scattered 
go thickly that it looked as though the colored 
fire balis, which seemed to be raining from the 
sky, had tallen into the water and were float- 
ing there. There were the usual stand-bys in 
pyrotechnics on both islands—the shower of 
rockets, the bombs, and the flery fountains of 
green, yellow, red, blue and white fre-balls 
with the snapping, ng, flery serpents 
sputtering about at intervais in the air.
